Another notable point for the 
Nazi chief's consideration is that 
the old Kaiser came within a split 
hair of winning the war in his 
great offensive on the western front 
in March of 1918. That was about 
nine months before Germany yelled

That 
is to say, the emperor w'as terribly 
short of resources of all sorts, and 
he was being compelled to fight on 
too many fronts. 
Many people regard Hitler as en 
gaged on only one front—the Rus 
sian. 
Actually, however, he is bat 
tiing on several “fronts” which are 
beginning to squeeze him hard. He 
has, of course, just been defeated 
in one of the most important the­ 
atre.*, of 
the 
whole w'ar — north 
Africa. 
Sicily isn’t a “second front" in 
the generally accepted sense of that 
expression, but it’s providing a drain 
on German resources and acting as 
a brake on the Nazi Russian opera­ 
tions. 
One of the most serious 
fronts which the Fuehrer has to 
face Is the violent Anglo-American 
aerial bolitardm ent of his war in­ 
dustries and communications. The 
cumulative effect of that is going to 
b*j mountainous—and before long. 
Invasion to Decide 
The Kaiser never had to endure 
such losses. His bete noir was the 
naval blockade—that silent ring of 
steel which slowly garroted Ger­ 
many. He almost broke it with his 
unrestricted submarine campaign, 
but had to bow to the might of the 
American and British navies.
